The most recent hope, ac¬ 
cording to D’Arcy, was a site 
belonging to Vard Wallace on 
Foothill west of Rosemead, not 
far from the movie drive-in 
across the street, but a study 
of the possibility of legal in¬ 
volvements brought a decision 
yesterday afternoon. The an¬ 
swer was no. 

Because other locations are 
still under consideration, offi¬ 
cials here have expressed the 
belief that a place eventually 
will be found to install the 
project.

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to a year or more. Wounds 
from bites on the face and neck 
are apt to produce symptoms 
more rapidly. 

An animal which has bitten 
a person should not be killed. 
Instead it should be quaran¬ 
tined and observed for two 
weeks by health department 
officials. If the animal is still 
alive and well after two weeks, 
there is practically no danger 
of rabies. If the animal devel¬ 
ops rabies, Pasteur treatment 
is indicated for the person who 
was bitten. 

Bites from infected dogs ac¬ 
count for 90 per cent of human 
cases in the United States, and 
cats, cows, horses, hogs, sheep 
and various wildlife cause the 
remainder. 

There are two types of the 
disease in dogs and other ani¬ 
mals. One is called “furious" 
rabies, the other “dumb” ra¬ 
bies. A dog with furious rabies 
is at first restless, nervous, and 
sullen. As the disease pro¬ 
gresses the dog snarls vicious¬ 
ly, barks and growls at imagi¬ 
nary objects, and may wander 
far from home, biting as it 
goes, until it finally drops from 
paralysis or exhaustion. 

Twenty per cent of rabies in 
dogs is the “dump” type, which 
is more difficult to recognize 
and which is actually more 
virulent than furious rabies. 
Symptoms of restlessness and 
irritatibility are usually ab¬ 
sent, and paralysis soon devel¬ 
ops in the lower jaw. The dog 
appears as though he has a 
bone stuck in his throat. Death 
occurs within two or three days 
of the onset of the disease. 

Rabies has not developed 
into any particular problem in 
County health department ju¬ 
risdiction so far this year. Four 
cases of rabid dogs have oc¬ 
curred since January 1. East 
Los Angeles and San Gabriel 
have accounted for one each 
and El Monte, two cases. As 
usual, the disease has occurred 
in areas near the Los Angeles 
River bed, which gives rise to 
the supposition that the disease 
is spread to dogs by small 
wildlife. Communities adjacent 
to the river bed should be par¬ 
ticularly alert to the possibility 
of rabies. 

Control of rabies in the dog 
population depends on two 
things. First, owners should 
have their dogs vaccinated an¬ 
nually. A new "one shot” vac¬ 
cine which is free of any para¬ 
lytic reaction has made such 
vaccination a safe and simple 
procedure. Second, communi¬ 
ties should arrange for com¬ 
pulsory impounding of all stray 
dogs and for the enforcement 
of their licensing and leashing 
ordinances.

Rabies is one of the oldest 
and most deadly diseases 
known. It cannot be cured aft¬ 
er it has developed, and it is 
always fatal. However, it can 
be prevented. 

All warm-blooded animals 
are susceptible to rabies. A 
bite from an infected animal 
spreads the disease through the 
injection of saliva which con¬ 
tains the rabies virus. This 
virus travels through the nerve 
trunks to the spinal cord anc 
the brain causing paralysis 
and death. The prompt treat¬ 
ment by a physician of a 
wound from the bite of an in¬ 
fected animal, together with 
injections of anti-rabies vac¬ 
cine (Pasteur treatment), is the 
approved procedure for preven¬ 
tion of human rabies. 

The average incubation pe¬ 
riod of rabies in humans is 40 
to 60 days, although it can 
vary anywhere from 10 days
